The Mauna Loa, arriving from Maui
and Hawali ports yesterday moraning,
prought news that Kilavea Is still
active and the smoke sent up from ¥Phe
voleano seems to be increasing in wol-
ume. Captain Simerson stated that the
hot lava could be seen down In the
crater, with an occasional burst of fire,
but there appeared to te no indiea-
tion of a lava flow over the sides ef
the crater. He says, however, that
there appears to be & genéral lmpres-
sion on Hawali that a big eruption =5
due, . g

Nothing was heard of the réporied
outhreak of Mokuaweoweo and the peo-
ple of Kona and Kau districts are
doubtful of the truth of these reports,
The smoke from Kilauea could be -
plainly seen on the Kau coast at a dis-
tence of twenty-2ight miles, f

The Kinau is due to arrive today and
will have later news of tHe volcano.
